This action was finally ratified 
by a vote of 31 to 11. 


EXPULSION WITHDRAWN 


A motion was then moved ex- 
pelling from the organization the 
Queen's avenue group that had sup- 
ported Mr. Barnes’ actions. After a 
protracted discussion and a great 
deal of bickering, the motion was 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Barnes was present and ask- 
ed the privilege of the floor to 
make a speech. 

He declared he supported the gov- 
ernment on 105 bills and supported 
the Van Allen amendment on the 
Social Credit Measures Act because 
he believed the legislature should 
control public affairs and not hand 
it over to a small group. 
GOVERNMENT “ON SPOT” 

Mr. Barnes also charged that the 
cabinet ministers had supported the 
opposition in voting against the 
Debt Adjustment Act and had it 
not been for an avalanche from the 
back benchers, they would have 
been succesful. He wanted to know 
why the front benchers were not 
put on the grid for this. “Why was 
no action taken on this matter?” he 
asked. 

In reply, Orvis Kennedy, presi- 
dent of the central council went 
over the letters, previously publish- 
ed, written by him on behalf of the 
Central Council seeking an appear- 
ance before the council of Mr, 
Barnes, 

He told of a phone conversation 
with Mr, Barnes in which the latter 
had said if he came up to his office 
he “would teach him a lesson,” Mr, 
Barnes jumped up to demand the 
privilege of making a statement and 
the meeting then broke up in dis- 
order.

FACING THE FACTS 
One central ominous fact marks current 
Canadian politics—the reluctance of govern- 


ments to place the heavy burdens upon the 
broadest shoulders, 

Since 1929, a sequence of misfortunes has 
dislocated our economic life, exposing the 
people and institutions of Canada to grave 
peril, Ordinary Canadian citizens still bear the 
smarting scars of the depression. Many have 
lost their homes; all have suffered frequent and 
oppressive wage cuts. | Whole classes have be- 
come thralls to poverty. 

One section of the community—and one 

alone—has not had to bear its just share of the 
burden of national distress. Bankers, and the 
creditor class to which they belong, have been 
protected from the hazards that have over- 
whelmed the rest of the nation. Financiers 
have stubbornly refused to reduce interest 
charges on bonded indebtednesses of the peo- 
ple. They have used the doctrine of the sanc- 
tity of money contracts and their influence in 
high quarters to oppress their stricken fellow- 
citizens. 
Such a condition of affairs is inconsistent 
with justice and must be ended by the active 
of the government. The federal 
government came to the aid of the banks. It 
loaned $60,000,000 of Canada’s credit to preserve 
the financial integrity of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Then it halted in its duty in time of 
crisis. It stood palsied when it should have 
come to the aid of the harassed private debtor. 
It left him to the mercy of low wages and high 
interest rates, and the small merchant to carry 
the loss of worthless accounts.

Mr. Dunning, minister of finance made a 
suitable gesture when he fixed farm and home 
loans in Canada at a maximum rate of 5 per 
cent on long term of repayment. But he took 
no steps to implement the barren gesture. 
Where can one get a loan at 5 per cent in west- 
ern Canada? Private debtors are still being 
charged 7, 8 and 9 per cent. Even the rate on 
public debt fluctuates between 4 and 7 per 
cent. 

How much longer can Canadians remain 
quiet under such treatment! Unless bold states- 
manship speedily intervenes, nothing but disas- 
ter awaits. Social discontent is flowing like.a 
tidal wave across the Dominion. There are but 
two alternatives—social reform or social] dis- 
aster, 

The people of Canada must cry into the 
deaf ears of their representatives and tell them 
in plain words that what is not healed by jus- 
tice will be destroyed by violence. Our pres- 
ent monetary policies are intolerable. What 
can't be endured must be cured. There is no 
excuse in the year 1936 for politicians turning 
a blind eye to the facts of life.

THE RAIN-MAKER 

Mr. Hatfield has made the front page again, 
this time under a Los Angeles date line. \A 
good many Albertans will remember him. Fif- 
teen years or so ago, moisture being scarce down 
Medicine Hat way, a gentleman of that name 
drifted in from somewhere and said he would 
bring refreshing showers on the thirsty Jand 
for $5500.

Hon. G. E. Foster enlivened the 
afternoon with a half hour of classic sarcasm 
about the federal grant having been spent to 
hire somebody to “monkey with the mechan- 
ism of the universe.” But the edge was taken 
off the sarcasm when it was officially announc- 
ed in reply that the rains had arrived as called 
for in the contract, filled up the creeks and 
allowed the placer men to go back to work. 

Now Hatfield, with two scores to his credit 
in Canada, is again mentioned in despatches— 
but not because he has made it rain in sunny 
California.

Accidental discovery that a couple of “shills” 
or “steerers” of a gang of confidence men that 
6perated some time ago at the coast, are domi- 
ciled in an Edmonton hotel, makes it timely to 
issue another warning to simple cocksure people 
with money who may go travelling this late 
summer, against being duped 
by the two varieties of the 
confidence game. 

Members of this, or of an- 
other gang of con’ men, have 
already taken one Edmonton 
man for $40,000, and another 
retired farmer for all he had 
saved against his old age, 
Just as long as there are 
simple clever people left in 
the world who think they can 
make money on the race- 
track after the government, the promoters and 
the insiders have got their share, so long will 
there be dupes for con’ men.

At the risk of being accused of dishing up 
boiled cabbage a second or a third time, this 
column will tell once more, with perhaps a little 
more detail, something about the methods of the 
confidence gangs that have been making heavy 
hauls in Western Canada in recent years. 

Each gang may embrace a dozen or more 
men, several of whom act as “steerers” for the 
“speilers’ who do the actual defrauding. The 
“steerers” lay around hotels and get advance 
information about people with money who are 
contemplating travel. This they relay to the 
gang. 

In the observation car, in an hotel lobby, or 
while you are sitting in a steamer chair, another 
“steerer” who already is primed with informat- 
ion about your habits and weaknesses and bank 
account, makes your acquaintance. He will pre- 
tend that he is on a first visit to the place and 
wants to know more about it. Before long you'll 
find yourself offering to help him with infor- 
mation. He will be so agreeable that you'll 
probably arrange to meet him again. For days 
he will be a most charming companion, interest- 
ed in the things that you are interested in. 

One man whose nest-egg I managed to save 
for him, had been interested in religious work 
in China. For a time he refused to believe that 
the delicate elderly gentleman interested in 
Sunday school work and deeds of philanthropy 
he had companioned with for many days, was a 
con’ man with a long criminal record. 


Next step is to hand you over to “the speil- 
er.” You are walking through a park or on 
a quiet street with the “steerer” when you find 
a wallet containing money and confidential 
papers, which you and “steerer” take to the 
hotel address in the wallet and receive the over- 
whelming thanks of the “speiler” or; 

You are sitting in an hotel lobby or other 
public place with the “steerer” and he points 
out to you the “speiler,” telling you that he is a 
great financial wizard whom he had met on a 
previous occasion. He offers to give you an in- 
troduction 

The “speiler,” avhen you get to know him, 
turns out to be either the confidential agent of a 
stock exchange ring that cleans up millions 
daily, or is the “Betting Commissioner” for a 
racetrack syndicate of horse-owners and places 
bets for them on the races they “fix” each day. 

Cupidity is the undoing of the confidence 
man’s victim. Learning that he is making for- 
tunes daily for his principals by “inside infor- 
mation” on horses or stocks, the “steerer” sug- 
gests that the “speiler” make a little stake for 
his friend the “sucker.” The “speiler” reluc- 
tantly consents to place a bet or investment. As 
he is under heavy bonds to observe secrecy and 
his job would be forfeit if his principals ever 
learned of his kindly act, he binds the “sucker” 
to silence and stipulates for a share of the win- 
nings. 

There is no need to put up any money. The 
“speiler” supplies one of his firm's order slips 
and sends the “steerer” with it to the false 
brokerage or betting house. In due course he 
returns with the $20,000, $50,000, or $100,000—~ 
or whatever the sum is—in notes in a_ bag. 
While dividing the “winnings,” the cashier of 
the brokerage or betting house comes into the 
room. He is sorry, but he has discovered that 
the order was not for the speiler's firm, but was 
a private transaction. His job would be forfeit 
if he paid out the money without first satisfy- 
ing himself that the parties could have met their 
obligations had the bet or order gone wrong. 
He must ask them to let him place the satchel 
in his safe until furnished with proof of their 
ability to meet their original bet or order, as 
an evidence of good faith. 


With the money actually in sight the parties 
agree to put up the required amount, though the 
speiler usually professes anger that his word is 
not taken, in view of his standing. When the 
sucker produces his cash or bonds or cheque it 
is given to the “steerer” to show to the cashier 
along with the steerer’s and the speiler’s own 
cash or cheques 


From then on, the money is lost. Sometimes 
the con’ men decamp. Usually they stall the 
victim for time. The steerer may come back 
and report that he placed the money on an- 
other horse or stock and lost it all. In one such 
case a realistic fight was staged between the 
angered speiler and the steerer. The steerer 
was left for dead. Those present, including the 
sucker, were bound to secrecy lest they be 
charged with murder and finish up on the scaf- 


fold. The fight, of course, was staged like the 
investment. Blood would be carried in capsules 
and released by pressure of the hands, as in 


fake wrestling matches. But the trick kept the 


victim quiet, 

In other cases the speiler promises to get the 
money back and arranges a date in another 
town—that he never keeps) The victim will 
find a telegram announcing that the speiler has 
been suspended, and instructing him to proceed 
home and await further orders 
It isn't only money that suckers lose to con’ 

They lose hope, they lose faith, they lose 
heart.

Sacro-Iliac Slip 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

One of the displacements seeming to be on 
the increase is the sacro-iliac slip, also called a 
sacro-iliac strain. The sacro-iliac joint in the 
lower back is somewhat different from other 
joints in that two flat surfaces come together. 
If the right stress is put on the joint at the right 
angle, a ‘slipping movement 
may occur, which will cause 
the patient considerable pain. 
The stress may result from 
only a slight movement, for 
example, such a displacement 
has occurred from a patient 
stooping over to pick up a 
piece of paper or to dust un- 
der the piano; although of 
course, the strain may also 
result from the effort put 
forth in lifting a heavy object, 
or from a twisting or wrenching movement. 

The first work done in successfully correct- 
ing these sacro-iliac lesions was done by the 
Osteopaths, who originated a manipulative treat~ 
ment for returning to the normal position the 
part which has slipped out of place. 

In overcoming a sacro-iliac displacement, it 
is important that the bone be put back at the 
same angle at which it slipped out and it is 
therefore necessary to check the joint before 
attempting treatment. Such a checking process 
may be accomplished by viewing the joint with 
the X-ray, or may be accomplished by palpat- 
ing the painful area with the fingers. Palpa- 
tion is the older method and when used by a 
doctor skilled in manipulation may secure a 
correct conclusion; however I suggest that the 
best plan is to study the slip from taking X-ray 
pictures of it or by looking at it with the Fluor- 
oscope. The slip may be either up, down, back- 
ward or forward. 

When a displacement has occurred at the 
region of the sacrum and the ilium, it will be 
found that the legs become of a different length, 
and the patient will begin to limp, which limp- 
ing action accentuates the condition and causes 
the gradual development of a spinal curvature. 

When the sacro-iliac slip remains uncor- 
rected, the muscles become shortened on one 
side and stretched on the other and it there- 
fore becomes more and more difficult to put 
the parts back in their normal places. Several 
treatments may then be required, whereas, if 
the condition is given immediate attention, one 
single treatment is usually all that is required. 

The patient with this trouble usually com- 
plains of a pain in the lower back and un- 
doubtedly many cases of so-called lumbago and 
sciatica are really due to sacro-iliac lesions. Or, 
the patient may develop a variety of foot and 
leg aches. A sacro-iliac slip will certainly cause 
considerable discomfort which is readily over- 
come providing the correct manipulation is 
given. 

In order to give the affected parts some 
support it is sometimes necessary to have the 
doctor who treats the back, strap it up with ad- 
hesive tape. The application of heat will provide 
relief from the pain, and heat is probably*best 
applied at home by taking a hot sitz bath. Or, 
a heat treatment secured at a doctor's office, 
consisting of baking the affected parts with a 
deep therapy lamp, will also provide consider- 
able relief from the pain and soreness. 

I suggest that the patient with a sacro-iliac 
strain use a short fasting regimen as outlined 
in my article called The cleansing Diet which 
will assist in removing any rheumatic poisons 
which have settled in the injured area.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. D. W. asks: “ would like 
to know what the name “Scrofula” means. Is 
this a disease of children or grown people?” 

ANSWER: Scrofula is an old fashioned name 
for tuberculosis of the glands sometimes affect- 
ing the bones and joint surfaces, The disease is 
more common in children than in adults and 
while practically everyone is exposed to the dis- 
order in childhood, it only seems to develop 
when there is a case of lowered resistance. A 
child having a catarrhal inflammation of the 
nose and throat together with swollen tonsils is 
most apt to be affected. A large number of 
cases tend to spontaneous healing when the 
diet is properly balanced, In other cases pus 
may form and the glands become subject to a 
cheesy degeneration.

HEAT LEAKS 
By Roger B. Whitman 

In a house of usual construction 
even when it is thought to be well 
‘built, heat may leak out so freely a 
to waste one-third or even more of 
the fuel that is burned. There is no 
sense in this. The cost of making a 
house heat-tight while it is being 
built runs up the cost so little that it 
may be covered by savings in fuel 


in the first winter. Here are some 
of the places through which heat 
may leak out: The roof; open joints 
between the under surface of the 
roof and the tops of the walls; open 
joints between window and door 
frames and the walls; around the 
window sashes; open joints between 
jthe sill and the foundation; window 
glass; walls. Stopping these leaks 
is a matter of care in construction, 
and good workmanship wita proper 
materials. The greatest loss of heat 
is through the windows, and can be 
cut down with metal weatherstrips 
and storm sash. The roof should be 
insulated. All open joints should 
be filled and made tight. In a frame 
house, the spaces between the studs 
should be shut off to prevent circu- 
lation of air within the walls and 
under the floors. 


SOUNDPROOFING A FLOOR 

QUESTION—We live downstairs 
in a two-family brick house. Floors 
are double, finished in oak. Walk- 
ing on the upstairs floor is very aud- 
ible downstairs and most annoying, 
especially late at night. Would an- 
other floor upstairs tend to lessen 
the sound? Can the clacking of 
heels be somewhat deadened? 

H, M., Bronx 

ANSWER—The floor can be made 
soundproof only by reconstruction, 
and even then there might be slight 
noises carried by the piping and 
framework, But you can do a very 
g00d job of soundproofing by in- 
stalling false ceilings in your down- 
Stairs rooms. These can be made 
jof stiff insulating sheets on a frame 
that is supported by the side walls, 
There should be no rigid connec- 
tion between the two ceilings, as 
;would be the case should the new 
|ceiling be nailed to the old. This 
support can be of 2x4s run from 
wall to wall and just out of contact 
with the present ceiling, 

In soundproofing the upstairs 
one method would be to lay 
of insulating board and to 5¢- 
;cure @ new flooring to them, not by 
jnails, but by a mastic preparation, 
this being similar to roofing cement. 
This construction would raise the 
level of the floors by at least an 
;inch, which might make trouble A 
jlowered ceiling height downstairs 
would probably make less diffi- 
culty.

Northern League Asked to Enter 


Team in North American 
Title Series 


Possibilities developed over the weekend that a team 
from the Northern Alberta League would figure in a special 
series with a United States squad for the international 
semi-professional championship of North America. The scene 
of the proposed two out of three game series is Wichita, 
oa and tentative plans are for the Alberta team going 
there. 


Proposals for such an international series come 
from Raymond Dumont, president of the National Semi- 
Pro Baseball Congress. Under the auspices of this or- 
ganization 32 teams from all parts of the United States 
will compete at Wichita in a tourney for the national 
championship. This title-winning team would then 
meet one of the four clubs from the Northern Baseball 
League for the North American championship. 

Dumont made these proposals to John Ducey by wire 
over the week-end. So far they have not been presented 
to the Northern League as a body, and in all probability will 
be dealt with by each club as individuals. 

This semi-pro playoff has been planned on an elaborate 
scale in the United States this season and appears to have 
drawn the cream of baseball talent outside of leagues in or- 
ganized ball. Sectional tourneys are staged and the winners 
of these advance into a state tourney. The state champions 
then go to Wichita for the national title tourney. 


The Money Is the Thing 


On the face of it, the proposition appears to be inter- 
esting enough to merit the consideration of all four clubs 
in the Northern League, but the crux of the matter is the 
question of financing a jaunt down into Kansas, which is a 
sizeable distance. A tentative guarantee has been suggested 
by Promoter Dumont, but it is only about one-third of the 
amount required. j } 

Another problem is that of dates. The U. S. national 
title tourney starts on Aug. 14 and the champions are 
to be declared on August 26. Dumont proposes that 
the Alberta entrants be in Wichita for the first of the 
international series on August 29. With the Northern | 
League play-off, four out of seven games, billed to start 
about August 20, it does not appear possible for a team 
to reach Kansas on the date stipulated. 

The present suggestion is that a tourney be staged in 
Edmonton to select the team that will go into the interna- | 
tional series. Unless Wichita can change the starting date, | 
though, it will be impossible for either the first or second 
place teams to go. In that event, the two clubs left out of | 
the league playoff might amalgamate and send a team over | 
the border. This would probably work out satisfactorily, | 
since the majority of players on all clubs have to go back to 
the southwestern States. 

Plans have been talked of along the lines of forming one 
or two teams from among the returning players to stage 
a series of exhibition teams as they work southward ed 
their homes. There are a number of players here who 
have their own cars that will solve the transportation prob- 
lem, The Wichita series would fall in nicely with such a 
plan. In addition to a cash guarantee, Dumont is prepared 
to give the Canadian champions a cut of something like 35 
per cent of the gate on the series. 

If an all-star team is picked from the Northern League, 
it should be a mighty serious contender against the U. S. 
champions. There is plenty of top-notch managerial ability 
on hand to head such a team and so many good ball players | 
that it would be a pretty tough problem picking the best of
